Farther, the system includes one or more network interface devices 
operatively connected to the appUcation service provider by a second communication network 
for .reiving notification of operating conditions of the utiUty substation monitored by the 
nu^nitoring equipment. In the system, at least one of the network interface devices is in the form 
of a computer sy.stem.
